FPancorren To Krve Ceantes fF. 


This pucestor of 80 many Rhode Island families was descended from a juslor brach of the Luthais of Lancuster County 
and he bore the same coat of arms as that family. The senior braeeh had ended with Isabel, daugkter mud helross of Sir 
Thomas Latham, of Latham. We died in 1885, and his daughter Isabel married Sir John Stanley, Kt, from who were the 
Stanleys, Earls of Derby. The estates thas passed into another name, und were long held by the Shuuley Fawlty, Latta 
Honse was defended with much heroism, ind successfully, by the Countess of Derby. in L044; her forces uulnherne thrae 
hundred men, while the Parlimmenlary uriny, under Sir Thomas Fairfax, besieged her wlth two thowsani suldiers, After 
three months of siege the redoabisble countess was relieved by the Corves of Princes Rupert. Ths old house or esstle had o 
moat twenty-four feet wide and six feet deep, with an outer barrier of palisades, and che ouvec walls had nine towers with siz 
pieces of artillery to each, The year after its successful defence it was tuken by General Berton with four thousand men at 
his command, but only when the aramunition was wholly expended. The present Datum House was bullt about 1749 by the 
celebrated architect Leont, aud ts situated In the middle of a large pork, its dimensions belng one Londeed and liftp-ste feet by 
seventy-five feet, and the architecture of the Greclanstyle, The ptesent proprietor is the Berl of Lathom Cereated L880) grewe 
grandson of Richard Wilbraham, who martied Mary Bootle, danghter and sole heir afl Robert Bootle af Lath Honae. The 
Knowsley estate (which also passed into the Stanley famlly with tbe marridge of Isahella Lathum to Slr Tol Stanley) 34 now 
the scat of Lord Derby. At Knowsley Park may be seen many interesting family porvrally, including ove uf James, the 
seventh ear), husband of the herole countess. (Muck of the foregoing is from Sir Bernard Wurkela pobljemtienie.) 

For many generatious the Lathams exerted o powerful lnflnence in the county of Lauensters jd to al] deseendants of Lewis 
Latham, the masar which hears his bame, sod where his ancestors lived for so long 4 period, must ever be churished with In- 
terest as great as the place where be actually abode. 

‘Lewis Latham of Elstow, County Bedford, Gent," ts the desizuation often found apptled to the subject of itis eketel. 
Elstow, where he was buried, and where doubtless he lived most of his life (save when hts avocition took him to London), 
is situated tayo miles from Bedford, ib the county of that name, Here the celebrated John Buoyan was bern in 1628, 

The office of Falconer, in the reign of Charles I, was one of impottanre and distinction, ‘The Master Fulroner wus Sir 
Patrick Hume, who had thirty-three other gentlemen associated with hin as Faleyners, one of whom wus Lewis Tattiam, 
The latter also served under Anmbrew Piteairn. The following persons beld the oflee of Master Falconer at the (ates in- 
dicated: Sir Thomas Monson, 1614, Str Patrick Hume, 1618, Sl Alleu Apsley, 1669, Earl of Burford (aflerward Dule of St, 
Albans), 1684. 

Lewis Lutham, in carrying out the duties of his office, was statloned near London, ur at any of tha places where the Kings 
might desire his attendance. It ls impossible to rightly appreciate the office or the man oceupysug ik without sere eoeral 
idea of Jaleonry, which was 40 art requirlog careful and patient study. Strangely enough the only English outhority cited Jo 
the article on Mawking (or Falconry) in the British Encyclopedia, ls one written 4y Simon Lathava, who must have been n 
Telatiye, and doubtless a nexr one, of Lewis Latham. The latter was holding his olljve under the King when the work was 
published. There are three editions in the British Maseum of tlie wack alluijed to (1615, 1639 und 1653) dud the citle puge of 
one of these books {a cariously illustrative of the purpose of the work, ‘The tlite is ue follows: ‘*Latlamsa Fuloonry, or the 
Felconers Lure and Cure, in two Books.

Gathered by 
long practice and experlence and published for the delight of noble minges, end instruction of Fautconers In things pertulntay 
ta this princely art. By Symou Lathain, Gent.” On the title page of the first edilion there is a wood pvt of the Huxeard 
Paulcon, sod a representation of diferent instruments used in te art, aisu the motto “sn opem mie copia Seri,” au ane 
page. ‘lhe dedication Is to * Sir Thasnas Minisoa, Barauet, Master of his Majesties Armory aul Muster of the Tawkes to 
hfs Highness."

A descendant (James Barker), whko was born only seventy years after his death, makes the following inejdentel refer- 
ence to him: “Frances the wife of William Vanghan, died September 1877, in the 67) yeur of herage, She was danghier 
of Lewis Latham. She was sometime wife of Lord Wosten, then wife to William Dong, by whom she had one sno andl 
three daughters. Her son Thomas Dungan married, and settled in Pannsylvania und was the fret Baptist migister in ther 
parts. Her daughter Barbara macried to James Barger of Rhode Island. After Mr, Dungan (ied she marrted Mr. Jeremiah 
(Clarke and came over to New England with her four children ahove mentioned. She tind by her hosbaod Clarke fy sole. 
After he dled she married Mr- Vaazhun,.” 

Through Lewis Latham's daugliter Frances, his blood, though nat his name, hus been perpetnalod to an extraotdinory (le- 
free bath in Rhode Island and in other parts of the United States. She doubtless brought with ber Jhe portrale of her father 
un comhig to Amertes with her third husband, ‘Che tombstone erected to her memory moy still be sven In Nowport Came- 
tery. The Inscription ig as follows: ‘‘ Hera Lyeth ye Bady of Mrs. France Vaughan, Alice Clirke, ye mother of ye only 
Children of Capt'n Jeremiah Clarke. She died ye 1 Week in Sept. 1677 In ye 7th yer of her age.”

Public conveyance 
was by stage couch, there being no rallroads as yet. 
electric lights. No sewing machines nor mowing machines. Coal stoyes were not yet in general use.

Shaving the whole face was universal, and had been for about a century. Cues were worn and knee breeches. Portraits on
